7 (/PH-'The Peace C on­ 
ference Rules com m ittee resum ed 
its sessions today after com ing out 
of a m arathon wrangle over voting 
procedure 
and voted unanim ously 
for a Yugoslav proposal to perm it 
neighboring states of form er Axis 
pow ers to present questions direct 
to the Foreign M inisters council. 
The com m ittee had adjourned a t 
12:30 a rn. after 20 hours of debate 
In which it was finally decided over 
the em bittered opposition of Soviet 
Russia and five other m em bers of 
h e r bloc to adopt a B ritish com pro­ 
mise on the voting m achinery. 
Tile com prom ise proposal, adopted 
by a 15-6 vote afte r 20 hours of de­ 
bate, would 
require a 
tw o-thirds 
m ajority for decisions of the 21- 
nation peace conference, but would 
perm it m easures adopted by a simple 
m ajority to go to the Big Four F or­ 
eign M inisters council as "recom ­ 
m endations.” All decisions of the 
conference are subject to the a p ­ 
proval of the council. 
Acceptance Certain 
Soviet Russia had held out from 
th e first for a tw o-thirds m ajority \ 
rule and strongly opposed the B ritish 
am endm ent perm itting sim ple m a­ 
jority "reom m endations." The N eth­ 
erlan d s and A ustralia spearheaded 
the fight against the R ussian posi­ 
tion. 
The Rules com m ittee convened at 
4 p m. <10 a rn , EST* today to com ­ 
plete final details of procedure. No 
plenary session was scheduled. 
Tile com prom ise on voting pro­ 
cedure. as well as other rules ap ­ 
proved by the com m ittee, m ust be 
ratified by the full conference in 
plenary session, b u t acceptance Is 
assured since all 21 nations voted 
In the Rules com m ittee. 
Victory Over Russia 
T he w ind-up of the tw o-day d e­ 
bate cam e at 2:30 a. rn. today after 
th e tired, irritable delegates finally 
ran out of argum ents and voted on a 
series of four am endm ents and sub- 
am endm ents 
T he com m ittee earlier rejected ll 
to 9 a New Zealand am endm ent 
which would have established a sim ­ 
ple m ajority as the form for all con­ 
ference decisions. 
The b itter debate not only was a 
set-back for the sm all powers, which 
h ad fought stubbornly for a simple 
m ajority on all m atters, but also 
w as a solid victory for the W estern 
powers over Soviet Russia and the 
E astern E uropean nations.
